The claims has been amended as follows: 
In claim 1 line 7 "and second" has been deleted; 
In claim 1 line 19 -power— has replaced "first"; 
In claim 6 line 1 -initially— has been added after "pin". 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: the 
combination of elements as claimed is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented by Kervagoret. Kervagoret discloses a 
hydraulic brake booster comprising first (12) and second (14) bores for a power piston 
(18) and control valve (26), respectively, and an actuation chamber (16); wherein the 
second bore is connected to a source of pressure (via 32), a reservoir (via 38) and the 
actuation chamber; wherein the control valve includes first (28) and second (56) 
cylindrical members; with a first sleeve (46) in a stepped bore of the first cylindrical 
member, for controlling communication between an input port (34), a supply port (32) 
and a relief port (38); an actuator arrangement including a ball (52) in the stepped bore 
and a pin (55) in the second cylindrical member; wherein a first end of the pin is in the 
actuation chamber and connected to a first input member and a second end extends 
into the stepped bore to engage the ball. 
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The difference comprises that a second sleeve surrounds the pin , with a lip on a 
first end engaging the second cylindrical member, to position a second end in an 


responds to a second input force generated by pressure fluid in the auxiliary chamber, 
to move the first ed into engagement with the ball, to independently effect a second 
brake application .
